Another  Problem. 

“The  sentiment  that  the  present  sys- 
•  tern  of  trial  by  jury  la  a  failure,  is  we  ^  ^  holifeys,  noifeh 
believe,  rapidly  growing.  The  chief 
trouble  is  that  it  m  next  to  impossible  to 
secure  a  jury  com  potent  to  weigh  evi¬ 
dence,  judge.of  the  worth  Of  con  dieting 
testimony,  and  intelligently  decide  upon 
the  important  matter*  which  come  into 
our  courts!.  The  average  jury  is  a  col¬ 
lection  of  human  ti**e&  and  hopeless 
dullards,  for  the  uttortieys  seek  .such 
specimens.  The  man  o(J  education  and 
intelligence  is  not  wanted  as  a  juryman, 
and  ia  excused.  As  a  aonae^uence  the 
innocent  suffer  and  the  guilty  escape. 

A  much  better  plan,  and  one  which  i* 
being  advocated  at  present,  provides 
tliat  oil  civil  and  minimal  i-uuses  shall 


-  be  tned  before  a  bench] of  live  judges, 
three  of  whom' may  ac^nit  or  convict 
and  tliat  these  judges  shall  he  chosen 
for  life  or  good  I -char lor,  and  paid 
salary  sufficient  to  induce  the  brightest 
and  l  rest  lawyers  to  serve.  In  other 
words,  it  is  proponed  that  ail  courts  be 
formed  and  conducted  somewhat  in  tbe 
same  manner  os  is  the  Supreme  Court 
.  of  the  United  States.  Choosing  the 
judges  for  life  will  take  them  out  of 
politics,  and  consequently  jirotect  them 
from  influences  anil  considerations 
which  might  otherwise  affect  amH  im¬ 
pair  their  honesty  and  impartially 
We  shall  bd  glad  to  see  some  such  man 
as  that  outlined  fctake  the  place  of  |he 
present  system." 

Tbe  above,  which  is  Copied  from 
the  “Christian  Evangelist,"  contains 
food  for  reflection.  It  is  not  rnauy 
days  ago  that  in  Jersey  City,  a* 
stated  in  The  Sun,))  a  lawyer  in  a 
speech  before  the  Circuit  and  Ses¬ 
sions  Court,  said  :  “The  petit  jurors 
are  g  lot  of  drunken  bums.  The 
Sheriff  picks  them  off  tbe  street  aud 
out  of  the  gutters.  They  are  not  fit 
to  serve  on  any  jury."  What  the  re¬ 
form  Sheriff  of  Hudson  County  had 
to  say  about  Lawyer  Bissell's  re¬ 
marks  we  have  not_heord.  But 
are  certain  that  neither  in  Jersey 
City,  nor  Newark,  ner  anywhere,  ap¬ 
parently,  has  “reform"  gone  down  to 
tbs  bottom  of  things.
